Report of School Board, 1901-1902. 


The annual meeting of Newfields School District was held in the 
Town Hall, on Saturday evening, Match 16, 1901. At seven o’clock 
Charles E. Smith, the moderator, called the meeting to order, and 
proceeded to business. Officers for the ensuing year were chosen 
and qualified. Charles E. Smith, moderator; Frank C. Neal, 
clerk; Mrs. Clara E. Paul, treasurer; Frank C. Neal, auditor. 
Mrs. Mary C. Fitts was elected a member of the School Board for 
the next three years. 


The School Board presented the annual report, which was | 


accepted and adopted. 

The same evening the School Board met and organized. 
George L. Chase, committee on finance and repairs; Charles E. 
Smith, on Piscassic school; Mary C. Fitts, on superintendence, 


text-books and school supplies. The selectmen were authorized to” 


enumerate the children of school age in town, and it was voted to 
re-open the Primary school. At a subsequent meeting the teachers 
of the last terms were re-elected: Miss Agnes B. Veasey for the 
Grammar school, Miss Harriet E. Sanborn for the Intermediate, 
Miss Lillia M. Hurd for the Piscassic, and Miss Sadie A. Jones was 
chosen teacher for the Primary school. 

The several schools in town opened April 1, t901. The Spring 
term closed June 21—12 weeks in length. Fall term commenced 
September 9, closed December 13—14 weeks in length; the 
winter term commenced January 6, 1902, closed February 7—5 
weeks in length. : 

At the close of the Spring term Miss Veasey resigned as teacher 
of the Grammar school; in August Miss Isophene K. Dow was 
elected to fill the vacancy. The School Board then decided to 
attempt the grading of the schools. ‘The Intermediate school was

made sub-Grammar school; the Grammar school is to fit pupils 
for entrance into High schools, required by the school law made 
by the last Legislature. A prescribed course of study for each 
grade will be adopted as soon as possible. Improvements have 
been made in the school rooms, and additional apparatus furnished. 
No change in text-books. Interest in Nature study, and the use 
of public and school libraries, in connection with history and 
geography, is increasing. May Day was devoted to Nature study. 
On Memorial Day the exercises by the schools were very interest- 
ing. 

Gifts—-Miss Hannah S. Pike has presented a beautiful flag to 
the Intermediate school. ‘Through Representative Sulloway there 
have been presented to the schools two valuable maps of the United 
States, Territories and Insular Possessions, issued by the United 
States Department of the Interior in 1899. He has also presented 
the School Board with twenty volumes of ‘Reports of the 
United States Commissioner of Education.” ‘Teachers, pupils and 
friends have placed in each school room a large framed photo- 
graph of Rev. James H. Fitts, who for many years was a member 
of the School Board, and was thoroughly interested in the schools 
of Newfields. 

Examinations and Exhibitions.—During the closing weeks of the 
terms of the schools, members of the School Board have carefully 
observed the oral and written examinations with much satisfaction. 
At the close of the Spring and Fali terms, Piscassic school had very 
interesting rhetorical exercises. In the afternoon of June 2r all 
the schools gave a pleasing exhibition of songs, recitations and 
dialogues. These were followed by an interesting address by Major 
MacDonell of the British army in the South African war, and an 
entertaining and instructive lecture by Prof. Dearborn of New 
Hampshire College, Durham, illustrated by a fine, collection of 
birds. 

The first of August the annual school report was filed with the 
Selectmen, and sent to the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion at Concord. 

The Fall term of the schools, which is the first term of the 
school year, opened September 9. ‘Thursday, September 19, the 
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schools closed at 10 A.M. for memorial services of President 
McKinley. ‘Thursday evening, January 23, in the Town Hall, 
Hon. Channing Folsom, State Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
addressed the citizens of Newfields on matters pertaining to the 
public schools of New Hampshire; he held the close attention of 
the audience to the end. Rev. George E. Lake, on the afternoon 
of February 13, greatly interested the pupils of the higher grades, 
by an instructive talk on the “Starland.”
